What is claimed is: 

1 . (currently amended) A method for treatment of infestations of cutaneous mites comprising: 
applying a composition to human skin with said infestations, wherein the composition 
comprises: 

active ingredients consisting essentially of sulfur; and 

one or more sulfur derivative^ wherein the sulfiu* derivative comprises; 
one or more of the group consisting of organic sulfides, inorganic 
sulfides, organic mercaptans, inorganic mercaptans, cationio 
sulfur oompoundfl, HjS^ sulfuric acid, bisulfides, sulfur 
dioxide, thiols, sulfites, and sodium sul&cetamide; and 
a dermatologically acceptable carrier. 

2. (canceled) 

3. (currently amended) The method of claim 13 further comprising rewashing the 
composition from tiie skin. 

4. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 wh^ein the composition comprises a cleanser. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the composition has a pH of 6.5 to 8.1. 

6. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , 3? or 3 wherem the composition has a pH of 
about 7.0 to about 8.1. 

7. (cuirently amended) The method of claim 1 , ^ or 3 wherein the composition has a pH of 
about 7,7 to about 8.1. 

8. (cuirently amended) The method of claim 1, 2? or 3 wherein the composition has a pH of 
about 7.3 to about 7.7. 

9. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1, 2 or 3 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser 
withapHof6.5to8.1.

12. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium 
sulfacetamide,

14. (currently amended) The method of claim 14 wherein the sulfur derivative is present in the 
range of about 10%. 

15. (withdrawn) The method of claims 1, 2, or 3 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser 
with a pH of 6.5 to 8.1 and wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium sulfacetamide 
present in the range of about 10% and wherein the sulfiir is present in the range of about 
5%, 

1 6. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the mites are of the genus Demodex. 

17. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the carrier comprises an aqueous base, 

18. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the composition comprises a high sorption base. 

19. (original) The mettiod of claim 1 8 wherdn iht high sorption base comprises one or more 
of the group consisting of non-swelling clay, gum, swelling clay and silicon. 

20. (withdrawn) The method of claim 19 wherein the non-swelling clay comprises kaolin. 

21. (withdrawn) The method of claim 19 wherein the non-swelling clay is present at about 
18.00%. 

22. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the gum comprises xanthan gum. 

23. (original) The method of claim 1 9 wherein the gum is present at about 0.30%. 

24. (withdrawn) The method of claim 19 wherein the swelling clay comprises magnesium 
aluminum silicate. 

25- (withdrawn) The method of claim 19 wherein the swelling clay is present at about 1.50%. 
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26. (withdrawn) The method of claim 19 wherein the silicon comprises silicon dioxide. 

27. (withdrawn) The method of claim 1 9 wherein the silicon is present at about 5.00%. 

28. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the composition further comprises water 

29. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the water is present at about 40-50%. 

30. (withdrawn) A method for prevention of infestations of cutaneous mites comprising 
Applying a composition to skin, wherein the composition comprises sulfur, one or more 
sulfur derivative and a dermatologically acceptable carrier. 

3 1 . (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 further comprising washing the composition from the 
skin. 

32. (withdrawn) The method of claim 3 1 further comprising rewashing the composition from 
die skin. 

33. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the composition comprises a cleanser. 

34. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30, 3 1 or 32 wherein the composition has a pH of about 
7.0 to about 8.1.

37. (withdrawn) The method of claims 30, 31 or 32 wherein the composition comprises a 
cleanser widi a pH of 6,5 to 8.1. 

38. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises one or more 
cationic sulfur coinpounds. 

39. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises one or more 
of the group consisting of selenium sulfide, potassium sulfide, poly-potassium sulfide, and 
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poly-calcium poly-suliide; H^S; sulfuric acid; bisulfides; sulfur dioxide; tbiols; organic 
salts; sodium sulfacetamide; sulfites; and mercaptans. 

40. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium 
sulfacetamide. 

41. (withdrawn) The method of claims 30, 31, or 32 wherein the composition comprises a 
cleanser with a pH of 6.5 to 8.1 and wherein the sulfur derivative comprises sodium 
sulfacetamide. 

42. (withdrawn) The method of claim 39 wherein the sulfur derivative is present in the range 
of about 10%. 

43. (withdrawn) The method of claims 30, 3 1 , or 32 wherein the composition comprises a 
cleanser wifli a pH of 6.5 to 8.1 and wherein ihe sulfur derivative comprises sodium 
sulfacetamide present in the range of about 10% and wherein the sulfur is present in the 
range of about 5%. 

44. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the mites are of the genus Demodex. 

45. (withdrawn) The method of claim 30 wherein the carrier comprises an aqueous base.

Applying a composition to skin, wherein the composition comprises a cleanser comprising 
about 5% sulfiir. about 10% sodium sulfacetamide and a dermatologically acceptable 

' carrier, the composition has a pH of about 6.5 to 8.1 ; 
Washing and rewashing the coniposition from the sldn. 

59. (withdrawn) A method for reducing skin inflammation relating to infestations of cutaneous 
mites comprising 

Applying a composition to skin, wherein the composition con^rises sulfur, one or more 
sulfur derivative and a dermatologically acceptable carrier.

(previously presented) The method of claim 1 16 wherein each active ingredient is present 
in an amount effective to treat infestations of cutaneous mites. 
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
